Manila- within a month, 
and I am convinced that if he is not 
relieved of the.terrible strain imposed 
upon him he cannot last a month 
longer. As he sat at the banquet table, 
surrounded by his staff,, he looked to 
me like a dying man. His hair is'snow 
white, his face ashen, and he ate hardly 
anything.

•ona to all the dark regions around. 
'As soon as- the:natives see for them- 
•elves how much 
easier and more 


profitable life is'.under civilized meth- 


" ods of living, than under their sav- 


age customs', they-Quickly move to the 
.villages and become a part of them. 
In joining the village they have .to 
renounce 
slave hunting, polygamy, 


rurltchcraft and rum; 
This, I think, 


from my experience with them, many 
thousands of them will .very readily 
do :when they see for themselves how 
;welr the villages get along 
without.

tives, although barbarous, are quick

They are strong and 
able-bodied and capable of accomplish- 
ing: great [results when started on the 
right track. .The first of these villages 
Is being established between Benguel- 
la and Lake Nyassa, In the southwest- 
ern part of the continent. High table- 
lands exist in this region, and here 
6,000 feet above the sea level, the 
town is being, laid out. .The climate 
Is healthful and the soil is particularly 
good.
